him. *Tis not likely theſe 
ſhould entertain any ſober 
thoughts of dying, who thus 

like Prodigals laviſh out their 

- time, as if they could never. 
ſee he bottom of it, and cheir 
ftock could never be ex 
hauſted, The unconcerning 
vanities of viſits and comple- 
ments divide their days; and 
the only uſe they make of 
their time is ro ſtudy how

liſh pleaſures. 
his are bufily climbing
